RUMPKE FUEL SURCHARGE 2023

Rumpke has submitted the new residential rates for the fuel surcharge that is based on the US Department of Energy's On-Highway Diesel
fuel prices. This is per the terms of the agreement we have with Rumpke and the fuel surcharge table.

Effective April 1, 2023, the Department of Energy's On-Highway Diesel fuel prices were $4.131 per gallon. The new rates are as follows:

1. $16.05 for waste collection
2. $6.10 for subscription recycling

For comparison, below are the fuel surcharge rates from April 1, 2022:

1.  $16.29 for waste collection
2. $6.34 for subscription recycling

Diesel fuel was less in March 2023 than in March 2022, therefore the rates for collection are less in 2023.

KENTON COUNTY PVA ERLANGER PROPERTY ASSESSMENTS 2023

The Kenton County PVA is required to inspect areas of the county at least once every four years in accordance with statutory
requirements. Erlanger properties were recently assessed. Residents should have received a postcard earlier this year explaining the
assessment review process.

If there is an increase in a property’s assessed value, the Kenton County PVA will send the property owner a Real Property Assessment
Notice via USPS. There is a statutory open inspection period for thirteen days beginning on the first Monday in May for those who wish to
contest their assessment. Visit www.kentoncountypva.org for information on requesting a conference. Please remember, it must be done
within the thirteen days. If an agreement is not reached, an appeal must be filed with the County Clerk’s Office one day following the end
of the inspection period. Anyone interested in this process, please call the PVA at 859-392-1750 to ensure you meet all the deadlines.

KENTON COUNTY PVA HOMESTEAD EXEMPTION

If a property owner is 65 years of age or older, or classified as 100% disabled, they may be eligible for the Homestead Exemption. For
eligibility and to file for the exemption, visit www.kentoncountypva.org or contact the PVA office at 859-392-1750.
